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LONG RIDE 
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Coptoin Tom Rynnmg of the Aniona 
Rangers mode his mark on frontier 
history not only as o courageous peace 
officer feared by a thousand outlaws, 
but as one of the finest of all the su- 
perb horsemen of the Old West No 
one else, as far as is known, ever dupli- 
cated his feat of mounting a running 
hone without touching it with his 
hands 

He served with some of the hardest- 
riding cavalry outfits the army ever 
hod, fighting Indians from Canada to 
the Rto Grande with the famous Eighth 



Cavalry, and serving as a Rough Rider 
officer m Cuba. In 1889 he made the 
longest one-horse r.de in military re- 
cords, carrying dispatches from Dakota 
to Montana 

But the ride Rynnmg always remem- 
bered was one he made os on 18-year- 
old boy Although it probably estab- 
lished a record of some kind, it never 
appeared os such becouse he did not 
dore tell about it for yeors He was a 
cowboy ot the time, with o Texas out- 
fit just ornved in Dodge City after six 
months on the trail. 



Dodge City, ihe MOit'a end. «*Q» O 
wide-open town The 1o* abiding citi- 
zens kepi to the north port of town, 
while the south section was considered 
Open range tor the trail bonds, who 
developed prodigious thirsts otter eot 

■ ng the dust O* the longhorns for weeks 
ot a stretch 

Whenever rhe wodd-es got north ot 
the Santa Fe trocks, they hod to check 
their six-guns at Wrtghi & Beverly's 
store But if they staved south of the 
tracks, they could do pretty much as 
they pleosed as long as no one «as 
killed If o cowboy wanted to shoot Out 
a few lights, no one objected if he pO'd 
the damoges 

The boys m Rynnmg's outfit amused 
themselves peaceably enough until one 
of them returned to camp one night 
complaining that he'd been "cold- 
decked'' by o crooked gombler He al- 
lowed he wos gomg bock to shoot up 
the soloon it wos o chance to*" excite- 
ment, so o'l 'he boys rode m*o Dodge 

Cty with him 

They went whooping into town drew 

up outside tne so'oon, and shot out all 
the lights Someone fired bock ot them, 

■ nd SOOn guns were bloung all olong 
the street, gomblers ond soloon keepers 
turning out to bottle the Texans The 
cowboys made o sweep of the entire 
street, with severol casualties on each 
side 

It developed into o bottle that Dodge 




City remembeied 'or years Among the 
peace oncers M Dodge at (he time 
were the famous Bat Mosterson, then 
snenft, Ben Daniels, his deputy. Wyoii 
Ec-p and h.s brothers, arid other s>» 
gun e*pe'ts, 'ess well known but plmost 
os deod'y This group soon oir-ved and 
jomed in 

B<g cotlon*oods lined the street. 
ond os the Texons reached the end of 
Soloon Row they swung around the 
trees ond came thundering bock They 
rode ihe length of the street, swung 
around the trees ot the other end. ond 
come bock for a third pass It is so-d 
that about twenty, on both sides, were 
k.lled 

Rynning ond o friend named Soge 





deeded this kind of entertomment wos 
not for them, with Mosterson, the Eorps. 
and — they thought — the Shugrue boys 
ond Billy Tilghmon m Dodge They 
knew posses would round up the Sur- 
viving Texons, ond moke <t mighty 
hofd on them, so they quickly dropped 
out 

Not even stopping ot the<r comp for 
slickers, they rode southward ot 'op 
speed toward Ind'on Territory, the 
usual re'uge for men wanted by th« 

law Swimming their horses Ocross the 

river, ovoidmg beoten traifs, they rode 
oM night, and lust before doybreok 
they iwom the Cimarron Kansos wos 
now behind them 

At the sun come up they could tee 



behind them o cloud of dust — 'hey 
were be.ng tracked In the whole o' the 
Indian Notion*— now Oklohomo — 
there were then only two places where 
wh.te people lived th* Ecg'e Ch.ef 

ronch, neor where R>nn,ng ond Sage 

crossed the river, and a bende* ranch 
near Texas 

They hod mode friends a' the Eagle 
Ch<e' on 'he dnve north, so Hopped 
iheic- to t'Ode the-' horses for Fresh 
mounts They encnged saddles, put a 
lit lie food in the^r sadd'ebogs ond 

raced on southward, heading lor on old 

ormy posi on the north fort oi the 
Canad«on The cloud of dust still f ol 
lowed i hem 

Thot ofte'noon I hey reached the 
camp of the giant Arapahoe chief , 
L>1 tie Raven, o once fierce *orric who 
hod mode his peace with the white 
men "Tight m Dodge C'tY. men killed.' 
Rynnmg e«plamed Little Raven 
grunted and orde'ed his bucks to bring 
up freih mus'ongs Tum-um loose, 
they come home " 

Rynnmg promised him payment, 
however, ond lo'er sen' him o quOnttly 

of beads and co'ico Again the two 
fugitives pushed southward, keeping 
the" horses' hoo's drumming under 
them for a second night They had not 
slept smce leovmg Dodge The ne«t 
day they napped in o clump of blue- 
Stem gross 

They reached fo't Reno after on 




oll-doy ride along the Canadian The 
regimental quarter mas ter-sergeont, 
who had once been trimmed by Dodge 
City gamblers himself, troded them a 
pair of cavalry mounts for their Indian 
ponies ■when he heard their story Soon 
they were belting wxjth and west ogam 

They left Fort Reno in the evening. 
Sworn the Canadian and its north 
branch at night, and Sighted Fort Sill 
about two o'clock in the morning, stop- 
ping for a br»ef rest at an abandoned 
Comanche camp below the fort They 
had ridden three nights ond two days 
with only two hours' sleep 

Later thot day they reached the 
Diamond Tail ranch, the second of the 
white settlements in the Indian Nc 
tions Given food and fresh horses 
again, they swam the Red River at doy- 
break, ond rode out onto Texas soil 
They arnved in Henrietta, twenty miles 



south of the state line, in time for 
breakfast 

Not stopping even then, they rod? 
west of the Pecos ond went to work hat 
the Circle-S They hod not bothered to 
collect the woges due them for the 
drive north, but they collected Ihem 
about a yeor afterword Rynmng so 'J 
later, "You could count on finding your 
wages waiting for you if you wos gone 
for years " 

Rynning and Sage covered about, 
three hundred miles on their zigzog 
trail, most of it through Indian country 
m three and a half days It was an epic 
f ea t, bu t unnecessary — they learned 
toter thot the dust cloud which had 
seemingly pursued them so relentlessL 
was made by friends who survived the 
Dodge fj-ocas and were also fleeing 
The posses hod stopped ot the Cimor 
ron. 
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
